Three Questions 
For History 


BY STEWART ALSOP from Washington 


‘THE basic:.decision which President- 

elect Eisenhower must now make 
can be very simply defined. It is whether 
to mount a major offensive in Korea in 
an attempt to inflict a decisive defeat 


‘on the Communist armies there. 


Hope for a negotiated truce is now 
dead. Eisenhower has certainly not even 
seriously considered an evacuation of 
Korea, simply because this would be the 
equivalent of a gigan- 
tic defeat for the free 
world. And everything 
else—whether to block- 
ade the China coast, 
how many Korean di- 
visions can be armed, 
whether nuclear weap- 
ons can be usefully 
employed in the Kor- 
ean war, whether Chi- 
nese Nationalist troops 
could be used-—hinges 
on an offensive 

There are, therefore, three basic ques- 
tions to which Eisenhower must try to 
find .the answers. The first is: Do we 
have the power available to mount a 
successful offensive? The second is: Can 
a successful offensive be mounted with- 
out extending the war beyond the Korean 
borders? The third is: 
a successful offensive, will this either 
end the Korean war, or at the very 
least materially improve our position? 

According to those who have been in 
recent contact with the commanders on 
the spot, including Generals Mark Clark 
and James Van Fleet, Eisenhower must 
have found unanimous. agreement on the 
answer to. the first question

On the second point—whether such 
an offensive operation can succeed with- 
out extending the war beyond the Korean 
borders—there is less agreement 

Clearly this is a question which Eisens 
hower will consider prayerfully. The very 
grave risks involved in an extension 
of the war beyond the Yalu have 
ready been thoroughly canvassed, in the 
MacArthur hearings. One risk, of course, 
is a break with America’s allies, on the 
grounds that “Fisenhower succumb- 
ed to MacArthurism.” 

On the third point—whether a sue- 
cessful offensive in Korea will bring the 
war to an end, or at least greatly im- 
prove our position—Eisenhower could 
have found no agreement at all 

Certain Air Force leaders doubt the 
value of an offensive, on the grounds 
that a successful offensive would simply 
bring the U.N. troops within easy range 
of the Communist air force. Other com- 
manders, reportedly including Clark and 
Van Fleet, believe that a successful of- 
fensive could seal off and destroy the 
Communist army in Korea as an effec 
tive fighting force 

This is, of course, a political as well 
as a military question.

JAMES STEWART, PRESIDENT, 
addressing the Annual Meeting of The 
Canadian Bank of Commerce in 
Toronto, said in part: 


HIS YEAR may well be marked by the wide- 

spread and favourable attention from many 
sources that has been directed to our industrial and 
commercial progress. Evidence of interest ia our 
economic development by people outside the 
country is reflected not only in the relative 
strength of our currency but also ia the increasing 
volume of foreign capital that & being invested in 
Canadian enterprises. Domestic confidence con- 
tinues to be shown, for example, in the volume of 
investment io indusiry, ia resource development 
and in research activities.’ 

in the aggregate, the general business position 
continues to be favourable; yet the buoyancy that 
we have been experiencing is not uniformly re- 
flected in all forms of industry and commerce nor 
ia all the economic regions that make up this coun- 
try. For exporters, the rise in exchange rates has 
made selling somewhat more difficult and credit 
is due them for their efforts in maintaining the 
high levels of export activity. The rise in exchange 
rates also bas intensified competition for the 
domestic markets. 

In noting some of the vulnerable points in cur- 
rently prosperous conditions, I wish to place 
due emphasis on the view that we are entering a 
period of increasing risk in businest. Nevertheless 
there is no need for pessimism provided the wimost 
efficiency is exercised in the conduct of our affairs 
in this fast changing business world. 


External Trade 


The high level of Canadiana incomes and our 
rapid rate of investment and development, accom- 
panied by limited overseas markets for our prod- 
ucts, have resulted since the war in an expansion 
of markets im the United States. The similarity of 
the two economies, however, limits the expansion 
of that market for many of our products; conse- 
queatly, while we may ia future find a ready 
demand for our natural resources, it could be that 
the marketability of the greater product of our 
industry will not expand at the rate established in 
recemt years. Our attention, therefore, must be 
directed towards the widening and the diversifica- 
tion of owr markets, perhaps initially at some cost 
to ourselves. The longer rum advantages are of 
course obvious. 

The balance of payments problems have beca 
the most chromic and aggravating of our time. 
What scems essential is a strong and widely accept- 
able sterling currency. What seems equally neces- 
sary is that Britain should clarify the sterling 
position, for « is from that source that trade 
revival can most effectively spring. On our part, 
we need diverse markets. Hence it is in our interest 
that the British position be clarified as quickly as 
possible. 

Capital Investment 


One of the chief ingredients of the continued 
high level of economir. activity has been the rela- 
tively heavy volume of capital investment. We 
have had a longer period of sustained activity m 
this field thea durmg any other period ia our 
history 

Capital outlays beve a tendency to gonerate a 
chain of expenditures and this makes investment 
an attractive factor both in the achievement and 
in the maintenance of high employment. la the 
jong rua, continued expansion of national pro- 
ductiéa is essential and a steady flow of capital is 
a prerequisite. Steadiness of investment, rather 
than inteasity, might well govern our future views, 

lancome cannot be redistributed for consumption 
and at the same time invested to expand produc- 
tivity without some serious strains developing. If 
domestic capital investment ix to form a consider- 
able part of total capital formation im Canada, 
deterrents to such investment must be examined 
and, where consistent wih domestic policies, be 
removed. 

‘iseal Policy 

Stace the war years we have been giving increas 
img attention to social security and welfare 
measures. Much of this activity, while perhaps 
justified in its social and economic effects, has 
been based upon or has been aided by means of 
redistribution of income through the taxing power. 
There are, of course, obvious limits to this pro- 
cedure. Onerous taxes cam dampea inceative, can 
deter production, and can restrict consumption. 
To those who envisage a further widening of 
welfare services f cannot be too often emphasized 
that the possibilities of increasing welfare by the 
expansion of output far exceed the possibilities of 
increasing it by redistribuuca. 


The Outlook 


ht is probable_that the increased tempo of 
resource development will be maintained. The 


BONDS 
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present high level of purchasing power is abso 
likely to be maintained for the months ahead and 
on the basis of past performance we may assume 
a buoyant consumer market. The ability of over- 
seas markets to maintain, let alone expand, their 
purchases continues to present difficulties and the 
Vital interest we have in foreign trade prompts us 
to follow closely the results of conferences now 
taking place. 

The aim of every responsible Western nation 
must be the securing of the peace which is pre- 
liminary to the maintenance of stable economies. 
Through our membership in international organ 
zations, Our country has endeavoured to play its 
part towards this achievement. Our decision to 
support jointly-sponsored policies may require the 
postponement in Canada of some of the measures 
for which we otherwise might press. 

We are in a period of increasing complexity both 
at home and abroad. We can no longer rely on 
the continuation of previously established eco- 
nomic patterns to support decisions for future 
business, Yet in spite of this condition of affairs, 
I hold the view that the essential soundness of our 
growth up to the present time, if reinforced by 
prudent management, both by government and 
business, can lead to further and favourable 
expansion. 


NEIL J. McKINNON, GENERAL 
MANAGER, after reviewing the balance 
sheet, highlights of which are given 
below, said in part: 


YEAR AGO you were informed that for the 
previows nine months the banking system 

had been co-operating with the Government in a 
programme of credit restriction designed to 
counteract inflationary forces then prevailing. The 
programme as a whole, exercised a moderatiag 
effect, but the influence on some lines was quite 
Pronounced; consumer credit restraints, for ex- 
ample, contributed noticeably to a decline in sales 
of consumer durable goods. Begianing in the Jatter 
part of 1951 price levels and the cost-of-living 
index showed a declining tendency and in May of 
this year the credit restrictions were withdrawn. 

While it was natural to expect aa upward surge 
in consumer credit because of a hungry market 
created by the period of restraint, the volume im 
the short period of time since elapsed has increased 
rapidly indeed and this has had quite a stiamulating 
effect on retail sales. It has, of course, long been 
recognized that this form of credit is an integral 
part of a mass production economy. Experience ia 
the past, however, has indicated that under less 
buoyant conditions of employment or confidence 
the servicing of consumer credit becomes more 
burdensome and business not only loses the stime- 
lus of a rising credit volume but also, during the 
period during which people are preoccupied with 
reducing debts, may well suffer a temporary les- 
sening im Current business. It is perhaps appro- 
priate at the present juncture to draw attention to 
this necessary although somewhat mercurial cle- 
ment in the credit structure, 
Staff 

While one may comment objectively on the bal- 
ange sheet, the relationship between the manage- 
meat and staff is a personal one and | cannot speak 
with detachment in paying tribute to members of 
the staff. I cam say from first-hand knowledge 
that the Bank is represented through the 
branches and departments by a splendid body of 
mea and women who work loyally and efficiently 
and with a fine spirit of co-operation ia the iater- 
ests of the institution. The enhancement in size 
and strength of the Bank during the past year 
could not have been achieved without the con- 
certed efforts of our staff who, to customers and 
the public at large, are, in fact, the Bank.

There was a spirit of goodwill and the co-operation that 
had made the project possible. 

It started last February with an advertisement in the 
Cowichan Leader by Marshall asking for those interested in a 
curling rink to attend a meeting. Thirty-one answered the call. 
Construction began July 29. The rink was officially opened Nov. 
7. The promise was made that Duncan youngsters would have 
one month's skating before curling began. That promise was 
kept. Now it's “curling” that's a byword in Duncan, just as it is 
across the Dominion and soon will be in Victoria. 


A Good Reason for Community Pride 


Sixty-four rinks in all make up the curling club's calendar, 
ladies and high school students curling in the afternoons, the 
others at night, six days a week. 

The rink is simple in design, a quonset-type structure valued 
at $29,000, the ice plant at $28,000. Marshall estimates the total 
cost on completion will be $59,000. And it’s all paid for. The 
Duncan curlers own it by their co-operative efforts of enterprise 
and pride in their community, The same pride and spirit was 
in evidence Tuesday night. 

And don’t wager a penny that Duncan won't have a skating 
rink before long. 

As another small! tike, clinging to her daddy’s 
plaintifully remarked: Can't we go skating any more? 

The answer was: “Yes, and maybe we'll have a rea! skating 
rink by next year, too.” 

This was typical.of the dignity in which the Cowichan resi- 
dents hold their valley. And they have good reason to flaunt 
that dignity, which they do in a quiet way, as a pride that has 
been well earned should beheld:

The Chinese officials insisted 
that the congress delegates 
should remain in China until the 
end of October. They said they 
had planned several trips to the 
principal industrial cities and 
Promised us a week of discus- 
sions on China and her problems, 

Tt didn't take me long to see 
that any trip of mine to a Ca- 
nadian missionary was being rele- 
gated to some distant and unhcer- 
tain date, I didn’t want to em- 
barrass the missionaries who 
were having a hard enough time 
as it was, living under guard 
and some of them in prison, we 
had heard. I decided to abandon 
the project and go home at the 
end of the -congress. 


YOU'RE NOT LEAVING! 

My seat was booked on the 
plane which left the next morn 
ing. My bags were packed and 
had been sent off when Dr. Ma, 
the principal of Peking Univer- 
sity, came to see me. He was 
with another Chinese whose 
name I don't remember. I had 
met them both several times dur- 
ing the congress. 

“We've been told that you're 
leaving tomorrow morning, Mr. 
Filion?” 

“That's right.” 

“You're making a mistake. You 
haven't seen anything of China 
yet. China is a very big country, 
you know, and is a very old civil 
ization. You should take advan- 
tage of your trip here to see as 
much as possible.” 

“You're right and I would be 
very happy to accept your invi- 
tation to stay until the end of Oc- 
tober but I have a family and a 
newspaper waiting for me and 
I've got to get home.” 

“But you mustn't leave 
soon, Mr. Filion, You haven't 
seen any of the sights vet. Stay 
over for another week and we'll 
see the sights together 

“It's very kind of you but my 
bags have already been sent off 
and I'll be taking the plane in a 
few hours.” 

“You will regret it, Mr. Filion 
Next week we're going to have 
forums and discussions on China 
and then we're going to take the 
delegates see Shangha and 
Nanking..and_ Canton... Besides, 
you have your Canadian missior 
ary As 
soon as the official is 
over, you'd be able to go and see 
them.” 


ORIENTAL SUAVITY 

All this was delivered with the 
politeness and smoothness which 
only Orientals seem to be able 
4o master 

So I really can't say I was re- 
fused permission to visit the Ca 
nadian missionaries. The Chinese 
never say no. If they don’t want 
to do a thing, they just keep put- 
ting it off until “later.” 

There is, however, no need to 
have experienced it personally to 
understand the nature of the per- 
secution which missionaries have 
suffered in China. The stories of 
the thousands who have 
aged to get out are proof enough 
So many men and women could 
not all be telling lies at the same 
time in the same way.

Many discouraged and desper- 
ate people write to this column 
asking what can be done for their 
backaches. Would that I had a 
simple solution. Those who have 
severe and long-continued back- 
aches deserve the sympathy of all 
of us, but there is no simple for- 
mula or cure to recommend, 

Backaches can and do come 
from a large variety of causes. An 
injury, perhaps long forgotten, 
may have caused a strain, dis- 
llocation, fracture, bruise or rup- 
ture of the disk or cartilage which 
separates the bones of the spine 
and in this manner lead to back- 
ache. 

Bad posture can account for 
pain in the back. One leg shorter 
than the other, flat feet and {oo- 
soft beds beleng in this group.

Germany Tuesday announced the 
suspension of two high Com- 
munist officials and linked their 
disgrace with acute food short- 
ages. 

Hamann 
and his under-secretary, Rudolf 
Albrecht, were ousted from their 
jobs. Hamann, 45, has been 
under criticism, for poor food 
supplies ever since he became 
minister three years ago. 

Grotewohl said butter would 
be returned to the ration in East 
Germany, where it has been sold 
at state retail stores, which 
market supplies at prices higher 
than the rationed level. He said 
the failure of “capitalist 
countries” to fulfil contracts was 
responsible for this step. 

He also disclosed that a mar- 
garine shortage exists in East 
Germany. For this he blamed
